for the Dominion guarantee for the amount 
necessary to build # railway from Bridgeport 
to Sydney, a distance of some twelve 
or fifteen miles, the object teing 
to stimalate . coal mining industey 
fat the formgr point. The —Tuternational 
Coal and Railway Company, through their 
Secretary, have aleo presse! upon the atten- 
tion of the Government the desirability of 
ealending thie guarantee to.the extent of 
£145,000 sterling, that being the sum re 
quited for the coustruction of the road, and 
for ‘the ultimate repayment of whieh they 
offer abundant security. , 

The petition was most inMuentially 6 
and had, we understand, about four thow- 
and names attached to it. It set forth ti 
claims of Cape Breton toa greater sharein the 
expenditure of the public money, ite alvan: 
tages hitherto in that regard having been ia- 
fetior to thatot other portions of Nova Seotia. 
Ti also dwelt upon the manifest advantages 
toascerue to the general prosperity by the 
development of the coal trade—a considers: 
tion now fully set forth in the statement 
signet by the Secretary” of the Company 
already’ named. But aa the prayer of the 
Petition involved ihe granting of appropria, 
tion of money, it was contrary to the fules of 
Parliament to receive it. 

Neverthelees the subject engaged the seri« 
‘ous cousideration of the Governinent, und was 
earnestly pressed on their attention by Mr. 
Macear, the Secretary of the Company, who 
Thad the benetit of the active cooperation ot 
the Cape Breton members of the Legislature, 
But the request was not one which the Min- 
istry could have consistently recommendl | 
10 the favorable consideration of Parliament. 
‘The comparison instituted between 
Cape Breton aod other portions of Nova 
Scotia ia respect of previous railway expen: 
ditare on Government accousit canaot hold 
geod mth the Dominios, oF rather it would 
Prove vasily too much; for there are irow 
mines, not to speak of oumeMus other 
‘special interests throughout Ontario and 
Quebec, and, perhaps, too in the other 
Provinces, the owners of each of which 
would have discoveral precedent 
in the grating of the prayer of this petition, 
for their coming to the Government and ask- 
ing © guarantee for their fifteen or twenty 
miles of road uewled to bring thew into cow 

ith the trank lines of railway or 
with bavigation. And there afe large diptncts 
of country in Ontario aod Quebec wherein 
never a dullar of the Government was ex 
peaded oa m public work, the people of which 
would sawurally look with jealousy upoo 
the concession of such @ special favor as 
that asked for by the International Company. 
Whatever Provincial liberality may do to- 
wania the codstruction of local works cl 
public utilicy, it is quite clear that the Do 
minioa exchequer could never withstand the 
drafts eatailed upon it by the concession o 
wash a privilege ; and therefore we conclude 
that the Government had no choice but to 
decline to entertain the proposition. 

‘We hope our Cape Breton friends will 
‘waderstand the real state of the case; and 
hat though it may seem hand to them that 
the proposition i# rejected, they will reflect 
that the compliance with it would bave been 
the introduction of @ aystent of which 
it woukl be difficult to prognonticate 
the end. We have confidence also 
that the degree of attention attracted to the 
resources of Cape Breton by this very more 
meat, will be productive of beneficial results; 
‘and that as the, work in question—the coin 
trvction of a railway from Bridgeport to 
Sydney—commends itself as a commercial 
speculation, private enterprise will, at no 
stant day, undertake and carry it toa suc 
‘comsful completion.

Muxtsres 
or Manas sso Frusnss in aocondance with 
‘suggestions and recommepdations of the re~ 
peeseatatives from he Maritime Provinces, 
where the fisheries are moet prosecuted.
